Jury Returns 
Verdict of Death by 
Accidental Drowning 


A coroner’s jury last night re 
turned a verdict that Robert Tyler 
died by accidental drowning when 
a car overturned in a creek on 
Route 34 north of Harrisburg, at 
an inquest which revealed he had 
been struck down in a fracas that 
occurred earlier in the morning 
Testimony that he had been tut 
either by a fist or open hand and

Asians 'The American W ay' 
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NEA Washington Correspondent 
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WASHINGTON—(NEA)—The dif­ 
ficulty in trying to vein away from 
comm unis m persons in undevelop­ 
ed a re as is that no one has known 
what went on in their minds when 
they joined. 
Why did comm unis m appeal to 
t h e m ’’ 
What did they think of the 
Russians? Of America? Of W ash ­ 
ington, the atom bomi). Wall Street, 
their own government, their own 
future? 
An attempt to answ er these ques 
lions has recently been made on 
a group of OO Malayans of Chinese 
extraction. 
The test was the work 
of Dr Lucian W. Pye. of the Cen 
ter of International Studies, Prince 
ton University. 
Dr By c' s study is part of a larg 
er researc h project on the mental 
reactions of ex t'ommunists thru- 
out 
the world who have broken 
with the party. 
Dr Pye is a big, blond ex Marine 
intelligence officer who served in 
the Pacific during the war. He was 
Ixirn in China of American parents 
and speaks Chinese fluently.

HE WAS WELL FITTED, there 
fore, to interview OO Chinese in 
Malaya who had quit co m m u n is m 
when they found it did not m easu re 
up to its promises.

Red Planes Fly 
Across Truce 
Line in Korea 


SEOUL, Korea (If-T h e 5th Air 
Force reported today that Com­ 
munist airplanes flew across the 
truce line tw ice in the past 24 hours 
in violation of the arm istice agree­ 
ment. 
An Air Force spokesm an said a 
com plete report on the violation 
w as filed with the United Nations 
Military A rm istice Com m ission at 
Munsan. 
A single plane, believed to be a 
jet, slipped across the truce line 
this morning and flew 
over the 
Seoul area while U. S. Secretary of 
D efense Charles 
E 
Wilson 
was 
touring the front in a helicopter 
convoy. 
A 5th Air Force spokesm an said 
another 
Red plane 
crossed the 
cease-fire line Monday night “ but 
didn’t com e down as far as the one 
this morning. 
“ Both of them are being reported 
as truce violations,” he said 
The jet 
that 
flew over Seoul 
evaded F86 Sabre jets which were 
ordered into the air im m ediately, 
and no A m erican pilots saw the 
Red aircraft. 
“ The report 
w as 
based on 
a 
radar chart,” the spokesm an said. 
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T H E CHINESE B E L IE V E D that 
their countrymen had won the war 
in Korea. 
Normally having an in­ 
feriority complex with regard to 
America and things American here 
was om* thing that 
made them 
proud of China 
It gave them a 
feeling of superiority, even though 
the victory had been won by Com 
m um st China. 
These people whom Dr 
Pye in
